r IE STATEMENT ISSUED BY THE 

Japaneic government yesterday throws a new 
light on the present unfortunate trading relations be¬ 
tween Canada and Japan. Where the Canadian 
government bad made it appear that Japan had taken 
a high-handed attitude and refused to consider any 
compromise on the question of currency depreciation, 
the Japanese Foreign Office indicates that it wae 
prepared to go a long way to avoid a rupture in 
negotiation. 

According to this official statement, Japan asks 
only that Canada accord its goods the same treat¬ 
ment as they are accorded m the United States. 
“Presumably,'* the statement says, "there exists little, 
if any difference in the standard of living of the 
workers between Canada and her r.tighbor, the United 
States. But the latter has not disposed any exchange 
compensation duty on Japanese goods and the trade 
relations of the two countries have been developing 
smoothly through a measure of control exercised by 
Japan on a few items of her exports.'' 

Japan offered the same plan to Canada, the 
Foreign Office says, and proposed to send experts 
here to consult on details of the arrangement, but 
the offer was rejected. Its rejection, incidentally, 
man! the loss of about $9,000,000 a year to British 
Columbia and put our timber out of its third largest 
market. 

Fortunately the present impasse between the Can¬ 
adian and Japanese governments does not end the 
question. When the government at Ottawa changes 
in October, the new Liberal administration will cer¬ 
tainly reopen negotiations with Japan. It should be 
possible to negotiate a settlement if Japan's attitude 
remains as it is outlined in M
